While listing measures similar to 
those adopted at the G20 summit, the APEC members 
appear to have set a specific timeframe in order to 
express their strong determination to overcome the 
financial crisis.... It is also important that the 
special statement included the promotion of free trade 
while warning against protectionism.... Concerning the 
WTO Doha Round talks, the members expressed their 
commitment to reaching a rough agreement next month....
